A rich, light, mellow loam is best to insure successful onion raising, and may be culti- 
vated to the same crop year after year. The ground should be thoroughly enriched with 
fine decomposed manure, and be deeply spaded or plowed, harrowed and pulverized, the sur- 
face being raked free from stones and hard lumps. The main crop should be sown as early 
as the ground may be in working condition. Sow in drills 14 inches apart, and half an inch 
in depth, at the rate of four pounds to an acre. Keep clean by frequent hoeing and weed- 
ing; observe not to hoe deep, for the more onion rises out of the ground the finer it is and 
better it keeps. The onion will ripen in August or early in September, and their full ma- 
turity will be indicated by the perfect decay of the leaves or top. The bulbs may be drawn 
from the drills by hand, or by the use of a common garden rake. After being exposed for a 
few days to the sun for drying, they will bé ready for storing or the market. 

For Pickles or Sets. Good ground should be prepared as above, and seed should be sown 
very thickly in broad drills, about forty pounds to the acre.

One ounce will sow 100 feet of drill. 


The radish is very hardy, and can be 
sown as early as the ground will admit. To 
be crisp and tender they should make a 
quick growth. The soil should be very rich 
and light; sow the seeds in drills one foot 
apart and cover half an inch deep; thin while 


small from two to three inches apart; hoe 


often; for a succession sow at intervals of 
two weeks. To keep the beetle from destroy- 
ing them sprinkle with ashes or air-slaked 
lime. The winter varieties should be sown 
in August; they must be taken up before 
severe frosts and stored in a cool cellar and 
covered with earth. Put them in cold water 
an hour before using. Every family should 
raise a supply of winter radishes.

Select a sunny place 
of rich mellow soil, where water will not stand. Plant Hyacinth and Tulip bulbs from 5 to 
6 inches apart and from 4 to 5 inches deep. They can be left in the bed for 2 to 3 years or 
taken up every summer after tops have died. Cover with manure or leaves after ground 
freezes up. 

Narcissus ought to be planted 10 to 12 inches apart and 6 inches deep; they can be plante 
in any place and be left in the ground as they increase in beauty every year. 

Scilla and Crocus, plant about 3 inches apart and also that deep. Crocus do well planted in 
the grass. 

House Culture. Use the largest bulbs for this purpose, the 4 or 5 inch pots are large 
enough. Use good rich mellow sandy soil, set bulb deep enough to cover with dirt, give a 
good soaking and set pots in a cool dark place for 4 to 6 weeks, so bulbs can make a good 
root growth, water occasionally if dry. When brought into the window they should be 
kept near the light, but not in full sunshine for any length of time. A cool temperature 


suits bulbs best.
